In which was expꝛeſled 
the pitifull Piſtozp,of Romeus and luletta, 
Gilmonda and Guiſtairdo, Piramus  Thiſ- 
be, Liuio and Camilla, and ot many other 
louing wightes, wbo in regarde of Venus 
Law, had indured many bitter tozments, 
and yelded themſelues tomartirdome.
